Police Dept, 
pleads for help 
in fight against 
juvenile drug 
abuse

The Clinton Police Department 
begged for help from the Clinton City 
Council during their meeting Monday 
night to find a solution to the current 
juvenile drug problem the city is 
facing. 

“I’m losing an extremely important 
battle. I send a majority of my time 
working on drug cases involving 
juveniles,” Clinton Police Officer Tom 
Dickson told the Council. “There has 
to be a way for the community to give 
these kids something to do besides 
being on the street.” 

Officer Dickson suggested that the 
city utilize an empty church located in 
town to offer an after-school program 
or a hangout for teens. The Council 
agreed to look into the matter and try 
to come up with something to help out 
with the situation. 

Councilwoman Yvette Thomas 
brought it to the Council’s attention 
during the meeting that Zito Media, 
Clinton’s primary cable company, 
had changed their payment method 
without alerting customers,making 
automatic withdrawal of bills the 
mandatory payment method. Thomas 
was very unhappy about the change 
and explained to the Council that no 
notification of these changes had been 
given to customers in advance. 

As a result, Thomas asked the 
Council to contact Zito to request 
a public meeting be held to allow 
customers to ask any questions and 
address any concerns with the cable 
company concerning billing and 
services. According to Thomas, the 
cable services provided by Zito have

During their meeting, the council 
also finalized plans for their raffle of 
a Civil War replica revolver at Civil 
War Days this weekend at Columbus- 
Belmont State Park.

The third year of the statewide 
accountability model, “Unbridled 
Learning/ College and Career 
Readiness for All,” released 2013-2014 
accountability information on Friday, 
October 3. Hickman County Schools 
has increased its overall score and is 
now a Proficient School District and 
continues to show progress across all 
grade levels. 

“It’s a good time to buy stock in the 
Hickman County School District,” said 
Casey Henderson, Superintendent of 
Hickman County Schools. 

Hickman County High School 
continues to be a “School of 
Distinction.” Schools of Distinction 
are recognized as having scores from 
the 90 th to 99 th percentile in the state. 
High Schools across Kentucky are 
evaluated based on 20 percent splits of 
Achievement, Gap, Growth, College 
and Career Readiness and Graduation 
Rates. 

The focus at HCHS is to prepare 
students to be successful beyond high 
school. The Falcon Academy is a dual 
credit program which allows students 
to earn college hours while still in high 
school. The Falcon Academy has set 
a tone of high academic standards and 
has expanded students’ opportunities. 
Students are encouraged and supported 
as they participate in other College 
and Career Readiness programs. The 
College and Career Readiness Scores 
at Hickman County High School 
increased from 26.4 (140 th in the state) 
in 2009-2010 to 70.0 (3 rd in the state) 
in 2010-2011 to 91.8 (3 rd in the state) 
in 2011-2012. In 2012-2013, HCHS 
scored 98.7 which represented the 
highest 

College and Career Readiness Score 
in the state of Kentucky. The most 
recent College and Career Readiness 
score for Hickman County High School 
is 100.0. (This includes bonus points 
that the school received for having 
many students both college and career 
ready.) Tins is a credit to the teachers, 


leaks in the city. He explained that one 
of the leaks is the result of residents 
attempting to turn the water on without 
permission from the city.

Teachers focus on meeting the needs 
of each and every student in the high 
school. Hickman County High School 
was also above the state average in 
the gap component and achievement 
component in reading, math, science, 
writing and language mechanics. The 
gap student group consists of minority 
students, students with disabilities, 
students on free/reduced lunches, 
and those with limited English

Hickman County Middle School is 
making great gains. The school is in 
the Needs Improvement/Progressing 
Category with an overall score of 
64.6 (60 th percentile). Middle school 
scores are comprised of Achievement, 
Gap, Growth, which account for 28 
percent each along with College and 
Career Readiness, which is 18 percent. 
Faculty members are working to find 
ways to ensure that all students are 
making progress toward academic 
goals. At Hickman County Middle 
School, success was apparent in the 
area of College and Career Readiness. 
Students scored above the state 
average overall. The College and 
Career Readiness component in middle 
school is based on student scores on 
the EXPLORE (ACT) test results. 
Students were above the state average 
in the areas of English, Reading and 
Math on the EXPLORE test. On the 
KPREP test, which contributes to the 
achievement component, Hickman 
County Middle School was above the 
state average in Science and Social 
Studies.

Endangered fish 
habitat slowing 
construction 
on Highway 307

Back in June 2013 Keith Todd, 
Public Information Office for District 
One and District Two, Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet announced that 
three bridges on KY 307 that cross the 
Bayou de Chien in Hickman County 
around mile point 4.5 between Rose 
Road and Sand Creek Road would be 
replaced. 

Over a year later, the $4.8 million 
bridge construction project, overseen 
by Coffey Construction, still has KY 
307 between Fulgham and Clinton 
operating with only one lane. 

When Todd made the announcement 
of the project, it was noted that the 
completion date was set for November 
2015. Last week when asked why 
the project was halted from time to 
time, Todd said it was because of the 
relict darter mating season around one 
bridge. “The time has passed for this 
year and we are now back to work,” he 
said. “The project should be completed 
next summer, maybe June of 2015.” 

It is said that the relict darter is 
native to the Bayou du Chien drainage, 
Graves and Hickman counties, where 
it is most abundant in Jackson Creek 
and a limited reach of upper Bayou du 
Chien near the town of Water Valley. 
The species has a decided affinity for 
undercut banks and adjacent, shallow, 
moderately flowing runs underlaid 
with sandy gravel. The fish feeds on 
insects. During reproduction, eggs are 
stuck to the undersides of sticks and 
rocks. 

The relict darter, a rare species of 
fish in the perch family, is a federally 
listed endangered species. 

All known historical sites in nearby 
drainages that might harbor the species 
were surveyed (information is from 
1994). At the five sites yielding the 
species, estimates of the extent of 
suitable habitat ranged from <5 to 
110m of stream. Suitable cover and 
spawning habitat were deemed primary 
limiting factors for the species. 

Restoring the Mississippi River 
Floodplain involves the Wetland 
and bottomland hardwood habitats 
harboring more than 80 state listed 
plant species and five federally 
endangered or threatened animal 
species, including not only the Relict 
Darter, but also the Indiana Bat, Gray 
Bat, and Interior Least Tern.

Judge Whitesell participates 
in District Judges Fall College 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Oct. 1, 2014 
- District Court Judge Hunter B. 
Whitesell II, who represents Hickman 
and Fulton Counties, participated in 
the 2014 District Judges Fall College 
that took place Sept. 14-17 at the 
Administrative Office of the Courts 
in Frankfort. The AOC provided the 
judicial education program for the 
state’s district judges. 

The District Court judges attended 
sessions on DUI, expungements, 
court technology and Senate Bill 200, 
the juvenile justice reform that the 
governor recently signed into law. The 
legislation steers more young offenders 
into community-based treatment for 
underlying issues rather than locking 
them up in detention centers for non¬ 
violent acts, such as truancy. 

“This is an especially exciting time 
for the courts and the people we 
serve,” said Jefferson District Court 
Judge Donald E. Armstrong Jr., who is 
also president of the Kentucky District 
Judges Association. “With the passage 


of Senate Bill 200, we can expect 
to see fewer troubled children and 
families in our courtrooms and more 
getting the help they need through 
programs that have proven successful. 
We can be proud that the court system 
has an integral role in carrying out this 
meaningful legislation and that those 
efforts are well underway. 

“The court system is also on track 
to become more efficient since eFiling 
has recently been launched in nine 
counties. By the end of 2015, attorneys 
will be able to file a case electronically 
in any Kentucky county. This move 
from paper to digital will streamline 
the way the courts do business, 
improving the process for lawyers and 
their clients.” 

Judges also received updates on 
case law and legislation at the college 
and attended a session on firearms 
prohibitions under House Bill 308.

HB 308 took effect in 2011 
and requires Kentucky to notify 
the FBI when a court finds an 
individual mentally incompetent. 
Federal law prohibits the sale of 
guns to anyone adjudicated as 
mentally defective or who has 
been committed to a mental 
institution. 

Other sessions focused on 
leadership, community outreach 
and election issues. The judges 
heard from the state Judicial 
Conduct Commission about 


elections. All 116 of the state’s 
district judges are up for election 
this year. 

The judges also met with 
Chief Justice of Kentucky John 
D. Minton Jr., who offered them 
the opportunity to share their 
thoughts and ask questions on 
court system topics. 

The college included 15.25 
hours of continuing education 
credit for the district judges. 

District Court judges handle 
juvenile matters, city and county 


ordinances, misdemeanors, 
violations, traffic offenses, 
probate of wills, arraignments, 
felony probable cause hearings, 
small claims involving $2,500 
or less, civil cases involving 
$5,000 or less, voluntary and 
involuntary mental commitments 
and cases relating to domestic 
violence and abuse. In Fiscal 
Year 2013, 713,903 District 
Court cases were filed statewide. 


Administrative Office of the 
Courts 

The AOC is the operations arm 
for the state court system and 
supports the activities of nearly 
3,300 court system employees 
and 403 elected justices, judges 
and circuit court clerks. As the 
fiscal agent for the state court 
system, the AOC also executes 
the Judicial Branch budget.

school teachers improving 
the test scores from the 21 st 
percentile in the state of KY to 
the 60 th overall. 

“That tells me volumes with 
the time and effort the students 
and teachers have put in to 
make sure our kids are being 
successful. Just like the high 
school we will celebrate the 
successes but we know that there 
is much needed improvement 
at the middle school level. In 
the first nine weeks I have seen 
the teachers and students put 
forth intentional and purposeful 
teaching and learning.” 

Estes continued, “With these 
efforts and setting goals for this 
year, I truly believe you will 
see greater gains in the middle 
school scores. The middle 
school was only .3 from being 
a Proficient school and I do 
believe we will make strides to 
reach that important level and 
then set our sights on being a 
Distinguished school.” 

Hickman County Elementary 
School also demonstrated 
improvement. The school 


is classified in the Needs 
Improvement/Progressing 
Category with an overall 
score of 67.0 (59 th percentile). 
For elementary schools, 
achievement and gap each 
comprise 30 percent and 
growth is 40 percent of the 
total score. Instructional 
programs target the needs 
of individual students to 
monitor and to enhance their 
educational experience. In 
the area of growth (combined 
reading and math scores), 
Hickman County Elementary 
exceeds the state average, 
which demonstrates the 
attention teachers are giving 
to each and every child. Also, 
in the area of achievement, 
Hickman County Elementary 
scored above the state average 
in Science, Writing and 
Language Mechanics. 4 th grade 
science scores were especially 
impressive with 80% of the 
fourth graders scoring either 
proficient or distinguished. 
The focus at HCES is to 
increase student engagement 


in educational activities. 
Teachers are focused on 
aligning instruction to the 
Common Core Standards. 

Richard Todd, Hickman 
County Elementary Principal, 
said, “The improvement 
shown by Hickman County 
Elementary is further proof 
that we have a great faculty 
and staff at HCES. Combine 
that with our wonderful 
students and outstanding 
community support, and it's 
a recipe for success. We will 
continue to show improvement 
this year as our students, 
teachers and staff continue to 
work hard at making Hickman 
County Elementary the best 
school in Kentucky" 

Programs Reviews for Arts 
and Humanities, Practical Living 
and Career Studies, Writing 
and the Primary Program are 
now included in Kentucky’s 
Accountability Model. The 
Program Review scores are 23% 
of each district and each school’s 
overall score. The faculty 
and staff worked diligently to 


document and implement the 
requirements for the Program 
Review. Hickman County 
High School, Hickman County

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Historic Battle Recalled 



Columbus-Belmont 
State Park 
given quilt square 


In view of the fact that a 
reenactment of the Columbus 
Belmont Battle is being staged 
October 10, 11 and 12, the 
following account of the Battle 
of Belmont will be of interest 
to Gazette readers. Here is an 
account, printed in the Gazette 
in 1991, is copied from an issue 
of the Daily Confederate News, 
with a Columbus, Ky., date 
line of Tuesday, Nov. 11, 1861, 
brought to the office by Mr. P.L. 
Jordan, or Route 5. In addition 
to the account of the battle the 
position of participating units 
of the Southern army is given, 
also the list of casualties. The 
omission noted by star line is 
the position of units taking part 
in the battle, part of which has 
been torn from the copy of the 
paper. 

The morning of the 7 th of 
November, 1861, was ushered 
in dun, gloomy and with a 
thick haze obscuring the sun, as 
though he was ashamed to look 
upon the scene of wickedness, 
ingratitude, and blood that day 
to be enacted upon earth. It 
was the fiftieth anniversary of 
the battle of Tippecanoe, and 
thousands were reflecting that 
on that day just one-half century 
before the bold and brave of 
Kentucky had freely bared their 
bosoms to the merciless knife 
and tomahawk, to defend from a 
savage foe the very land which 
was now pouring out its hordes 
to wage relentless war upon their 
descendants, and carry death, 
rapine, and woe to the homes of 
that state whose inhabitants had 
so gallantly protected them. 

Early in the morning 
information reached Columbus 
that the enemy were landing in 
large forces on both sides of the 
river, and while a chosen army of 
several thousand were marching 
to attack our encampment on 
the Missouri side at Belmont, 
it was believed that the main 
body were marching in two 
columns-one from the Mayfield 
road sent from Paducah, the 
other down the river bank to 
attack our fortifications and 
storm the town. We will not 
stop here to dwell upon the 
wild scene of excitement that 
ensued. Pursue we the tale. 
The honor and responsibility of 
meeting the foe on the Missouri 
side was solicited and confided 
to Brigadier General Pillow, 
who with his staff was speedily 
conveyed to the opposite shore. 
We knew not then the force or 
leading of the enemy. We now 
know that it consisted of eight 
full regiments of the picked and 
chosen of the northern army-not 
the Dutch-not the offal and scum 
of the cities, enrolled to escape 
just punishment for crimes and 
fighting merely for bread-but 
the frontiersmen of Southern 
Illinois, and of Iowa; western 
men, who from the cradles had 
heard tales of Indian warfare; 
had been accustomed to the 
rifles sharp crack; had chased 
the deer and been awakened at 
night by the howl of the wolf 
and the panther’s cry. Such were 
the men, 8,000 strong that we 
were that day to meet. 

The battle was begun by 
cannonading between Watson’s 
battery and the enemy. 
Thousands of anxious hearts 
beat throbbing on the Kentucky 
shore-thousands of eager eyes 
sought in vain to peer into the 
dense forest that hid the scene 
from view. All was uncertainty; 
we knew neither the numbers, 
armament, or position of the fire. 
Still the quick flash and distant 
boom of artillery told that the 
work of death was being done. 
When suddenly from out of the 
deed wood, to the pained and 
intent ear of that vast multitude 
is borne sadden and terrible 


the roaring volley of musketry. 
Never before had our ears 
listened to sounds like that. It 
was continued uninterrupted, 
not a succession of volleys, but 
unceasing like, and yet unlike 
the sound of a thousand deep 
mouthed dogs when in full 
cry they pursue the quarry in 
open view. Imbedded in that 
deep wood were 10,000 men 
struggling to slay. For more 
than an hour, oh it seemed an 
age, the battle raged without 
abatement or diminution. Ever 
and more steadily out from the 
forest came the unremitted roar 
of musketry, and the fierce yell 
of embattled legions. Suddenly 
it ceases. Suspense then became 
agony. How goes the fights? 
Who gains? Is anxiously speared 
from heart to heart. 

Again is heard that terrible 
roar of musketry. But now it 
is in different portion of the 
woods-more to our left. Now 
Know Walker, John V. Wright, 
Pickett-boldly hold your own. 
The storm of the battle you 
must meet and breast it as you 
may. Oh! That fearful drama 
to be performed again! The 
same continued volume of 
fearful sound, which deadens 
the echo by its rapid repetition. 
Again that fearful suspense, 
that agony of hope or fear, of 
trust in valor or apprehension 
of superior and overpowering 
numbers. For another hour this 
horrid state continued. When 
the sounds abated, the war was 
drawing nearer and nearer to 
the river’s bank. They come, 
they come! Into the open 
field they pour, pursuers and 
pursued. Who runs? Who flies? 
Alas it is the Southerner flees- 
the Northerner pursues. But 
hark! that battery again. It is 
the gallant Beltzhoover and 
his band or heroes, who step 
between their friends and the 
pursuing foe. The Northern men 
stop. They form! Ah! Bodly, 
bravely in deadly proximity to 
that leaden hail, their columns 
wheel into line and let the fatal 
missiles plow their ranks nor 
is their battery idle. For a brief 
space the combat is renewed. 
When, oh God, first one, then 
that, and that, and that gun is 
stilled, and all are lost. Again 
toward the tents of the 13 th Ark. 
The battle rolls and onward rush 
the pursuing and pursued. Into 
the camp they rush and to the 
river’s bank, yea, to the river’s 
bank, yea, to the water’s edge, 
are they driven. Great God! 
Have the Southerners run-shall 
Southern fathers hang their 
heads in shame and Southern 
mothers send up their wail for a 
country lost by their degenerate, 
effeminate or craven sons? No- 
no; forbear, forbear. Condemn 
them not. Fook over yonder. 
What mean those men with 
hat in hand rushing along the 
forming line? What are those 
wearied soldiers so eagerly 
clutching and placing in a 
box pocket and bosom. Those 
are cartridges that are being 
distributed. Fift up your bowed 
heads, ye gray-haired soldiers 
that fought on this same day at 
Tippecanoe. Breathe out again 
ye old men who have dared 
to venture your freedom upon 
your children’s valor. Mothers, 
wives, maidens of the Sunny 
South rejoice! Ye may yet look 
upon yonder turning braves. See 
now how boldly they rush to see 
and grapple with the foe. Those 
brave men have done what valor 
could. Fed on by the lion-hearted 
Pillow, they stood overpowered 
by number; met and slaughtered 
as wee several regiments at the 
onset by a concealed foe while 
they stood exposed in an open 
field with every disadvantage 
they had for more than two 
mortal hours maintained the 


unequal fight. But when their 
ammunition was exhausted- 
when they had actually divided 
among themselves until the last 
round as in Russell’s was fired, 
when it might have been well 
said, A few more pounds of 
powder then, Indeed were worth 
a thousand men. 

When finally a gallant charge 
of bayonets and an attempt 
to apply the cold steel was 
unavailing by reason of the foe’s 
favorable position, there indeed 
was one case at least in which 
“discretion was the better part of 
valor.” 

But now around their colors 
the gallant boys begin to form. 
Cols. Tappan, Walker, Russell, 
Major Stewart and others are 
soon active and busy on the bank 
rallying the men and calling them 
into line. No matter into whose 
company, or whose regiment 
you fall. Stand not upon the 
order of falling; but form-form 
is the word, most willingly and 
promptly is it obeyed. Events 
now crowd my narrative so 
rapidly that it is impossible to 
preserve the unity as to time or 
order in which they occurred. 
While the Southern force was 
being rallied and formed again, 
the enemy as before intimated 
captured our guns and had taken 
and set fire to our encampment, 
and a loud and defiant shout 
announced that victory. Short 
lived triumph that, for just then 
the “Fady Polk” who sits cozily 
in the side of the hill above 
Columbus, and speaks in a voice 
that, thank heaven, no wife of 
ours can imitate, spoke her mind 
on the subject, and together with 
Smith’s battery that was speedily 
planted on the river bank just 
opposite the enemy, opened 
up a conversation, expressing 
their disapproval of the Yankee 
audacity which was not at all 
pleasing to those to whom it 
was addressed. We have heard 
much of the range and accuracy 
of shot from that great fun and 
from Smith’s battery. Now we 
know for the shot all planted 
with such deadly accuracy as 
was appalling to witness, and 
almost incredible to relate. This 
cannonading from Columbus 
enabled our men to form. And 
now comes another “Richmond 
in the field.” 

Gen. Frank Cheatham, who 
had doubtless been withheld 
until this time, on account of the 
expectation that the main battle 
was to be for the possession of 
our fortifications and the town, 
was landed on the Missouri 
side. The men and officers 
immediately demanded to be led 
against the enemy. Cheerfully, 
yet cool, collected and firmly 
the General took up his work. 
General Pillow and his staff were 
not idle. He had been in the thick 
of the fight throughout the day. 
With such leaders the men would 
follow, as Cheat said he would 

lead them to victory or to _. 

Ordering Col. Tappan to deploy 
to the right, he lead his regiment 
a few hundred yards into the 
woods and the other regiments 
formed indiscriminately on his 
left. Just at that point of time 
the word was brought that the 
enemy, thick as birds in the 
woods, were concealed only a 
short distance to the left and 
in front of Tappan’s regiment. 
Now’s the time. “Once more to 
the breach, dear friends, once 
more.” The word to fire was 
given, and again echoes were 
awakened by the terrible roll of 
musketry. But the bold invader 
had lost his grip. Now the tables 
were turned. They waiver-they 
quail. Cheatham saw and noted 
his advantage and in a stentorian 
voice that rose high above the 
clang of arms or peal of charge 
of musketry he ordered his men 
to charge. Oh! Now shown out 


the true difference between 
those who invade and those who 
defend their homes, their liberty 
and their dearest rights. Right 
into the serried ranks our soldiers 
bore that wall of steel. Down, 
down went all before them-they 
falter-they fall. Onward rush our 
gallant braves, over all obstacles 
they bear themselves, driving the 
foe backward to the boats. Just 
then Gen. Cheatham rushed in 
person to the reserve, composed 
of Smith’s brigade, and Blythe’s 
regiment of Mississippians that 
crossed under the immediate 
command of Major Gen. Polk, 
who remained on that side doing 
a commander’s duty to the close 
of the fight. 

Placing himself at their 
head ordering Col. Smith to 
march them on double quick, 
he pressed this brave body of 
men forward to intercept and 
cut them off from their boats. 
Now commenced a race for 
life or death. For six miles the 
race must last. If we get there 
first we head them off, and 
with Pillow in their rear in hot 
pursuit, we capture or we slay 
them to a man-on their side it is 
“Suave cuipuit.” They have life 
to save, and therefore they peel 
themselves as they run-guns, 
knapsacks, cartridge boxes nay 
coats and waistcoats, pants, even 
shirts were shed in this fearful 
race for life. They carried no 
weight, and by the best time on 
record they came in winner over 
this new race course by a few 
lengths. But the Tennesseans and 
Mississippians are closed upon 
their heels. And now comes the 
closing scene of the tragedy. 

Gen. Cheatham, dividing this 
brigade took the left wing up the 
river and came in above the point 
where lay the three steamers 
used transports, Aleck Scott, 
City of Memphis and Kennett, 
protected by two gunboats. The 
command of the right wing was 
confided to Col. Smith, who 
confiding to Col. Wright the 
command of his right, ordering 
him to lead his own men to the 
river almost in front. This brave 
force marched up to within a 
few rods of the boats as the 
men were being packed upon 
them, and opened a deadly 
fire in point blank distance. 
Every shot must have told. The 
men were hurrying on board, 
packing thicker and thicker. In 
heaps they were falling. The 
pilots, as fast as one was seen, 
were shot at the wheel. The 
fire was returned from the men 
on board, and from the cannon 
and the gunboats, and for fully 
an hour this dreadful slaughter 
continued. Scarcely a man on 
our side was touched, while an 
eye witness stood in his door 
and saw the destruction, declares 
that he saw bodies piled upon 
the decks to the depth of three 
or four feet. 

At length they cut the cable 
that held their boats and drifted 
out into the stream and beyond 
the range of our guns. Still there 
was one last salute awaiting 
them. A company of cavalry 
under Capt. Taylor, had chased 
the enemy’s horses several miles 
above the boats. If the Northern 
infantry were fleet of foot their 
cavalry could boast of equal 
speed. A chase at a killing run 
of six miles failed to overhaul 
them, and now just in spite 
our boys alighted hitched their 
horses and taking position on the 
river bank, awaited the enemy. 

The miserable, deluded 
wretches had assembled on 
the lower decks, doubtlessly 
congratulating themselves that 
at last they were safe from 
Southern ire and the vengeful 
bullets of those whom they were 
sent to murder. When lo, as the 
boats turned a point and came 
near to shore again is poured in 
among them a remembrance of 
Southern gratitude to those who 
come to teach us civilization and 
a knowledge of political and 
civil rights by blowing out our 
brains. 

Through this last volley of 
iron hail, the boats plowed their 
way and went with the mournful 
story of defeat to their dens 
again.
